(2) notify appellant to file a substitute Appeal Brief in 
compliance with 37 CFR § 41.37; 

(3) to consider appellant's substitute Appeal Brief and, if 
necessary, to vacate the Examiner's Answer mailed on 

November 3, 2005 to respond to appellant's Substitute Appeal 

Brief, and for such further action as may be appropriate. 
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
